California W ednesday in the a re a ’s w orst rainstorm of 
the season. 
Cars floated in w ater 10 feet deep n ear ram ps of Los 
Angeles’ freew ays. 
Up

inches 
of 
rain 
sw am ped 
southern 
California and sent flood w aters swirling across streets 
and highways. 
Roof drains clogged, causing a section of ceiling to 
collapse at Los Alam itos General H ospital's obstetrics 
and nursing wing. Jill Anne Christensen w as born in the 
storm y environm ent of the hospital’s w aterlogged de­ 
livery room.

between the tiles and standing about two inches deep on 
the floor when she was born,’’ the nursing supervisor 
said. 
Six other babies and their m others w ere evacuated 
through ankle-deep w ater to another section of the 
hospital. 
Residente in Carson and Lom ita, Calif., fled their 
homes as w ater three to five feet deep rushed through 
residential areas of the Los Angeles suburbs. Rowboats 
were dispatched to rescue Huntington Beach, Calif., 
residents. 
Rain and winds up to 60 miles per hour tore across 
m ountainsides, loosening mud and rock slides. Winds 
gusted up to 66 m .p.h. n ear Lake A rrow head in the San 
B ernardino Mountains. 
Pow er failed in at least eight southern California 
cities. Two television stations switched to em ergency 
power to stay on the air. 
The storm sw ept east into the Rocky Mountains late 
W ednesday, but light rain lingered, over the Southwest. 
An additional inch of rain hit San Diego, Calif., late 
W ednesday „ 
T ravelers in the eastern mountains of Nevada and 
U tah w ere w arned of heavy snow. Arizona posted a 
w inter storm warning for its northern m ountain areas. 
Heavy' snow w arnings w ent up for Colorado. 
Light snow brushed the eastern states still shaking off 
the effects of a storm that stranded thousands of 
persons and was blam ed for dozens of deaths. 
Thousands of southw estern Pennsylvania homes hit by 
the weekend snowstorm were still without electric 
power 
The Pennsylvania Public Utility Commission 
threatened to take action to force West Penn Power Co. 
to hire additional help to restore power. 
“ Thousands of people are going to be cold and without 
power again tonight because of this foot-dragging by the 
electric utility,” Lt. Gov. E rnest Kline said. 
A West Penn spokesm an said the storm dam age was 
“ the worst in the com pany’s history.” He said repair 
crew s have encountered “ trem endous devastation” to 
transm ission facilities in rural and m ountainous regions. 
About 6,000 residents of Fayette County, Penn., were 
without w ater as well because a reservoir went dry. 
Arctic cold in the east sent tem peratures plunging to 
new- lows as far south as Florida, but w arm air 
stream ed over the Plains. Tallahassee, Fla., hit a record 
low of 19 degrees for the date T em peratures shot into 
the 60s as far north as South Dakota.

The one-year-old Dutch DC8 
was m aking its 19th flight in an 
a irlift of 25,000 M oslem pil­ 
grim s from Surabaja, Java, to 
Mecca for religious celebra­ 
tions.

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Mills In Hospital; 


Career In Shambles 


By DON PHILLIPS 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. 
Wilbur Mills is in a hospital, his 
political career is in shambles 
and the striptease performer 
involved in his troubles says 
she plans to visit him. 
Mills, D-Ark., entered Bethes- 
da Naval Hospital Tuesday 
afternoon after telling col­ 
leagues, “I’m terribly tired. 
I’m exhausted.” The hospital 
refused to release any informa­ 
tion on his condition, and his 
staff said they knew nothing 
about it. 
In 
New 
York, 
Annabel 
Battistella, who performs as 
Fanne Foxe, said tearfully 
Tuesday night she would visit 
Mills at the suburban Maryland 
hospital. 
“He’s ill,” she said, “and I 
do care for him very much and 
I’m very upset about it.” She 
said Mills told her by telephone 
Monday night he was going to 
the hospital because “he didn't 
feel well." 
Speaker Carl Albert said 
Mills acknowledged in a private 
meeting Monday that “I am 
sick," and Albert told news­ 
men, “I don’t think that Wilbur 
Mills has fully recovered from 
his ... whatever ... he’s been 
sick a lot." Mills has suffered 
from a back ailment. 
Mills for 17 years has been 
one of the most powerful men 
in the country as chairman of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, which handles 
taxes, trade, .Social Security, 
health insurance and a variety 
of subjects which touch every 
American’s life daily. 
But for two harrowing days 
he watched passively as his 
committee was changed drasti­ 
cally by House Democrats, then 
as his own committee members 
made plans to replace him as 
chairman. 
Mills’ troubles were brought 
to a head by his weekend visit 
to Boston where he appeared on 
stage with Miss Foxe and 
announced to newsmen he 
would make her a movie star. 


Instead, Miss Foxe canceled 
her New York appearance 
Tuesday after she failed to 
complete her second perfor­ 
mance and was booed off the 
stage. 
Until last weekend, Mills 
appeared to have recovered 
from the “Tidal Basin incident” 
in which Miss Foxe jumped 
from Mills' car and into the 
water late one night. He had 
taken charge of his committee 
again and had pushed two tax 
bills through his committee like 
“the old Wilbur Mills.” 
Then came the weekend in 
Boston, and when he returned 
he appeared depressed and 
tired. 
Midway through a House 
session Tuesday, Mills quietly 
told colleagues he could not 
carry on his duties as floor 
manager of an effort to 
override President Ford’s veto 
of a minor tariff bill. He then 
left for the hospital. 
Rep. Charles E. Bennett, D- 
Fla., said he was sitting next to 
Mills and asked if something 
was wrong. Bennett said Mills 
replied, “Fm terribly tired. I’m 
exhausted.” 
With the committee’s political 
face obviously changing, Mills 
would have great difficulty 
retaining his power even if he 
survived as chairman. 
Instead, it now appears likely 
that Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore., 
next in line behind Mills, will 
become chairman.

The HOOSIER DAY

Each year we have sent our 
younger children to a summer 
c a mp 
believing 
it 
was 
a 
valuable part of growing ex­ 
perience. 
Such cam ps are selected with 
care, and we always manage to 
visit during the training session. 
Indiana is blessed with many 
fine cam ps, started by coaches 
of various sports, churches, the 
YMCA, 
and 
other 
w orthy 
organizations. However, there 
is no regulation covering the 
start of youth cam ps in the 
state. 
The Federal government is 
giving serious consideration 
into moving into this important 
field for regulation, now oc­ 
cupied by only 28 states. A bill is 
in 
C ongress 
to 
establish 
minimum safety standards. 
States could accept and enforce 
Federal standards; submit their 
own proposals for approval; or 
permit the Federal government 
to enforce standards within the 
state. Enforcem ent would mean 
30 per cent matching Federal 
funds. 
Indiana regulates private 
schools, an area of previous 
abuse 
only 
nowr 
receiving 
Federal attention. The state 
regulates nursing homes for 
elderly. 
However, 
we 
are 
derelict in. guarding the safety 
of our youth in summer camps. 
Regardless of action by the 
Federal government, it should 
be an area of concern for the 
General Assembly. 
Nationally, in 1973 some 25 
children died while at cam p, 
1,448 sustained 
injuries 
and 
1.223 becam e seriously ill. Often 
no trained medical assistance 
was near or available. Of the 28 
sta te s 
with 
reg u lations 
governing camps, the Federal 
study found only six have 
adequate regulations which are 
enforced. Indiana should, be one, 
and the time to act is now before 
disaster strikes 
Indiana should also follow the 
lead of Michigan in requiring a 
m andatory gun safety course 
completion prior to issuance of 
the first hunting license. We 
have an optional program under 
re 
Natural Resources. 
Wé have a required boating 
saféty instruction program for 
youth to run high-powered 
boats, but 
permit, adults 
to 
operate without instruction You 
must pass a practical test to 
drive an automobile or fly an 
airplane, but can take the wheel 
of the fastest boat on the water 
without any experience. 
A hunter can take to the field 
with no previous experience in 
handling firearm s. Both laws 
require careful study. 
You seldom associate Indiana 
with winter sports. One of the 
problem s is that Southern 
Indiana with the hills does not 
have,the continual cold, snowy 
weather required, while Nor­ 
thern Indiana with the snow 
making m achines are changing 
the picture. 
Pokagon State Park opened 
its p opular re frig e ra te d to­ 
boggan slide on Thanksgiving 
day, and can continue the sport 
with air temperatures up to 60 
degrees. Northern Indiana has 
several public ski resort areas, 


all equipped with artificial snow 
makers. Ice skating rinks have 
perm eated the state.

No Alarm Recorded In 
TWA 514 Plane Crash

of alarm in a cockpit conversa­ 
tion recorded minutes before 
the jet crashed into a Virginia 
mountain, killing 92 persons, a 
top federal investigator said.

covered the final 30' minutes of 
conversation in 
the cockpit. 
“ My assessm ent was that there 
was no indication of anything 
unusual in the flight."

safety 
board,

investigates all m ajor airplane 
crashes, does not release the 
contents of such records until 
public hearings open. It will be 
several weeks before a hearing 
is scheduled.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - im ­ 
port controls of some type for 
beef in 1975 now appear to be a 
virtual certainty, an Agricul­ 
ture Department expert says. 
The private forecast by the 
governm ent 
sp ecialist 
w as 
based on his belief that an 
official announcement due later 
this month will show that if 
controls 
are 
not 
im posed, 
imports will rise above the 
level at which President Ford 
has 
publicly 
promised 
to 
impose restraints. 
Ford, in a farm belt speech 
during the recent congressional 
campaign, said he would act to 
put a ceiling on beef im ports — 
for the protection of American 
cattlemen —if the Agriculture 
Department estimated that 1975 
imports were likely to exceed a 
“trigger” level specified by the 
currently dorm ant federal meat 
import control law. 


That ‘‘trigger”' point, accord­ 
ing to the expert interviewed 
here, will be about 1.182 billion

frozen beef, veal and mutton.

old version of the 19th-century 
man. 
“To me, the word ‘modern’ is 
a synonym 
for 
cheap, 
low 
quality, boring, homogeneous, 
humdrum —everything but that 
which kindles the fire of the 
human spirit,” says the pro­ 
prietor of the Tivoli Player - 
Piano Shop. 
The 
black 
ribbon on 
his 
pince-nez brushes against his 
upturned starched collar as he 
nods in discouragement over 
the degeneration, of the modern 
world. 
The studious, slim young son 
of a Cincinnati businessman 
has slipped into the pages of a 


Victorian novel because, he 
says, the 19th century was the 
last period in w'hich pride in 
craftmanship, beauty and intel­ 
lectual honesty were valued. 
To pursue those values, he 
has forsaken radio, television, 
garbage disposals and safety 
razors.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Life 
upon the campus is exceedingly 
placid 
this 
semester. 
The 
college rebellions and demon­ 
strations of the recent past 
have been all but nonexistent 
thus far. 
One 
assumption 
is 
that 
students no longer have cause 
for protest. But that doesn’t 
bear up under close scrutiny. 
A better case can be made 
that young scholars of today 
simply 
are 
less 
concerned 
about the issues that once 
galvanized the student body. 
I was reading not long ago 
that more than 350:000' Viet­ 


namese 
soldiers 
have 
been 
killed or wounded since the 
cease-fire in that country took 
effect some 20 months ago. 
Obviously, the fact that no 
Americans were among the 
casualties softens the impact of 
these appalling statistics in the 
United States. 
It is clear, however, that the 
Vietnam peace agreement now 
ranks as the bloodiest cease­ 
fire 
in 
history, 
and 
is 
a 
continuing threat to internation­ 
al stability. 
Therefore, 
it 
cannot 
be 
viewed as purely a parochial 
bloodletting. 


The danger is that under the 
so-called escalator—or domino 
—effect the Vietnam truce will 
spread 
to 
other 
parts 
of 
Southeast Asia. 
If that happens, entire Orient 
could become engulfed in a 
cease-fire. 
Five years or so ago, I feel 
certain, U.S. college students 
would have been so aroused by 
this carnage they would have 
organized a “Stop the Cease­ 
fire” movement. 
There would have been a 
massive 
“Ban 
the 
Truce” 
march on 
Washington, with 
picketing at all the appropriate 
places, 
folksinging 
at 
the 
Lincoln Memorial and a rock 
concert on the grounds of the 
Washington Monument. 
The lack of anti truce demon­ 
strations can only be interpret­ 
ed as a slackening of the high 
sense of involvement so evident 
on campus in the late 1960s and 


early 70s. 
It may be argued that an 
abatement of campus militancy 
was desirable, and I’ll not 
challenge that view. What is 
undesirable, however, is any 
trend toward accepting peace 
agreem ent 
bloodshed 
as 
inevitable. 
“Ever since the dawn of 
history 
people 
have 
been 
getting killed in cease-fires,” 
one student told me recently. 
“Along 
with 
famines 
and 
pestilence, truces have been a 
major factor in keeping the 
world’s population in bounds.” 
That is the attitude that 
prompts the world to condone 
high truce fatality rates on 
Cyprus and the Middle East 
along with the postwar may­ 
hem in Vietnam. 
Maybe it is human nature to 
use the olive branch as a 
dangerous weapon. But civiliza­

1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
1 teaspoon prepared horseradish 
1 /8 teaspoon cayenne pepper 
1/3 cup minced, 'fresh parsley 


Drain and rinse shrimp, Reserve about 18 for garnish and 
chop the rest. Combine chopped shrimp with cheese and all 
remaining ingredients except parsley. Blend thoroughly.

Woman’s World

NEW YORK (U P I) - Early 
in the morning, sleepy-eyed and 
not very alert, you put on the 
water for the coffee. 
You lean on the stove and 
don't quite keep your mind on 
what you are doing. A dangling 
sleeve on your robe brushes 
against the heating element or 
open flame. 
Your robe starts to burn. You 
take it off and stamp out the 
flames. Count that as a lucky 
day. You didn’t get hurt and a 
fire didn’t start in your kitchen. 
Most home fires start in the 
kitchen. 
In another kitchen at another 
time grease' in the broiler starts 
to burn and it gets out of 
control. By the time the fire 
department arrives the kitchen 
is in flames. 
These are not isolated in­ 
cidents. They happen over and 
over, many times with dreadful 
results. 
Take the case of Maggie, 62;, 
who tried to keep w arm leaning 
with her back against the gas 
stove. One of the burners, and 
the 
oven 
were 
on. 
Her 
nightgown ignited. She died 
from the resulting burns. 
To help prevent such acci­ 
dents the Consumer Product 
Information Center is offering, a 
fact sheet called Kitchen Stove 
Safety. 
In it, there is a list of 
dangers, plus tips on purchase, 
use and maintenance if one is 
to prevent accidente. 
Tips to follow when buying a 
stove: 
—Choose 
one 
with 
knobs 
difficult for children to turn on. 
—Check for controls you can 
reach without having to stretch 
over burners. 


—If you buy an electric stove, 
make sure it has signal lights 
to warn when burners are on. 
Make sure a gas stove has pilot 
lights for the burners and the 
oven. 
Safety rules to follow when 
using the stove: 
—Wear tight-fitting clothing. 
Loose sleeves are the cause of 
most clothing fires which start 
at the stove. 
—Use potholders, not towels, 
to move pots. Towels could 
brush across a burner and 
catch fire. 
—Don’t 
hang 
curtains 
or 
dishtowels close to the stove. 
—If your oven has no pilot 
light, don't turn on the gas until 
you have lighted a 
match 
Otherwise gas could accummu- 
late and cause an explosion. 
—Never use flammable liq­ 
uids near a. gas stove. The pilot 
light can easily 
ignite 
the 
vapors causing an explosion. 


—Never use a small pan on a 
larger burner. The exposed 
part of the burner could ignite 
your clothing and the overheat 
ed pot handle could1 cause a bat 
burn. 
—Have the utility compan> 
check any suspected gas leak 
immediately. 
—Keep pilot lights lit. 
—Check controls on electric 
stoves to make sure they are 
off. A burner can still be on 
even though it is not red. 
—With children around, don’t 
store cookies or other foods 
attractiv e to them over the 
stove. Otherwise they might 
climb on the stove and be 
burned.

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Predicts Upswing In Economy 


But Inflation Is Here To Stay 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (UPI) 
— The nation s economy will 
continue hobbling through a 
recession until at least late 
1975, 
a 
team 
of 
Indiana 
University experts said Tues­ 
day. 
The econom ists said 
an 
upswing should develop later in 
the year, but inflation also will 
become more pronounced 
The team from the Indiana 
University School of Business 
issued a statement Tuesday, 
prior to beginning a series of 
appearances 
before 
Hoosier 
business 
groups 
The 
team 
planned stops at Jeffersonville, 
Indianapolis, 
Fort 
Wayne, 
South Bend. Logansport, Evans­ 
ville and Columbus yet this 
month. 
Dean Schuyler F. Otteson 
said the IU team a year ago 
had a forecast more optimistic 
than most, but this year it 
“may be more 'pessimistic than 
most.” 
The Indiana economists said 
there will be “ rather sharp 
declines” in real gross national 
product in the fourth quarter of 
1974 and the first quarter of 
1975. 
“Expectations are that the 
second quarter will show little 
improvement, but that a slow 
recovery will begin in the third 
quarter of 1975 with some of the 
unpleasant characteristics of 
the 
recession 
beginning 
to 
disappear in the fourth quar­ 
ter,” the economists said. 


“Unemployment is expected 
to rise above seven per cent, 
and it will probably remain 
that high until 1976,” they said. 
“The 
rate 
of 
inflation 
is 
expected to fall below- 10 per 
cent during the worst months of 
the recession, chiefly as 
a 
result of declines in some raw- 
material prices.” 
“Policy measures to stimu­ 
late the economy, however, will 
probably accelerate the rate of 
inflation again when recovery 
commences,” they said. “The 
Consumer Price Index is likely 
to continue to rise at a 10 per 
cent annual rate and perhaps 
substantially more.” 


“We live in an inflation-prone 
economy," the IU experts said. 
“Business firms in adminis­ 
tered-price 
industries 
resist 
lowering their prices. 
It is 
significant that, in the face of a 
probable decline in demand for 
1975 model automobiles, the 
automobile companies raised 
their prices by about 10 per 
cent.” 


"Workers, whether organized 
or not, rarely will agree to a 
cut in wage rates, and typically 
demand 
increases 
at 
least 
equal to the recent or anticipat­ 
ed rate of increase in the cost 
of living,” they said. 


“A price-wage spiral, once 
started, is extremely difficult to 
stop,” the experts said. “High­ 
er prices mean an increase in 
the cost of living; an increase 


in the cost of living leads to 
demands 
for 
higher 
money 
wages; higher money wages 
mean higher costs of produc­ 
tion, 
and 
higher 
costs 
of 
production 
lead 
to 
higher 
prices.” 


"The experience of recent 
recessions indicates clearly that 
it would require a dampening 
of demand far beyond that 
which is humanly and political­ 
ly tolerable to break this price- 
wage spiral,” the economists 
reported. “We do not predict 
such 
a 
drastic 
decline 
in 
demand.” 


“Theoretically, a complete 
restructuring of our economy, 
complete enough to achieve a 
high degree of effective price 
competition in both product and 
labor markets, would break or 
at least slow down the wage- 
price spiral,” they said. “But 
such a restructuring, requiring 
widespread dissolution of large 
corporations 
and 
or 
labor 
unions, also does not appear to 
be politically acceptable.” 


The experts noted that wage 
and price controls in World 
War II were supported by “a 
board 
consensus 
rooted 
in 
patriotism. We see little likeli­ 
hood 
of 
such 
a 
consensus 
developing in the near future, 
and 
we 
believe 
that 
the 
American people would rebel at 
the degree of economic regi­ 
mentation needed to make a 
broad control system work.” 
Democrats Still Favor

the 
potential 
changes in the tax structure 
discussed at a meeting of the 
House majority leadership here 
Tuesday, included these pos­ 
sibilities: 
— An increase in the exemp­ 
tion 
allowed 
on 
individual 
income taxes to $1,000 per 
person for each member of the 
family, 
with 
the 
exemption 
being increased to $2,000 for 
persons over 65 years of age. 
blind, disabled or handicapped. 
Under the present plan $500 
exemption per person is a l­ 
lowed with the exemption going 
up to $1,000 for those earning 
that 
amount, 
and 
double 
exemption for aged, blind and 
handicapped 
Repeal of the local option 
tax provided in the 1973 tax 
restructuring plan as a means 
of allowing local governments a 
source of non-property income. 
This tax, not to exceed 1 per 
cent, is on income of residents 
of the adopting county and on 
income of residents from non 
adopting counties who work in 
an adopting county. Instead, 
the Democratic leaders dis­ 
cussed offering other sources of 
revenue to local government, 
but came to no conclusion on

Federation of Teachers came 
here to support efforts of its 
Local 2254 to gain collective 
bargaining status for faculty 
members at Indiana University.

enrollments,” 
Nielson 
said. 
“What 
we 
have 
is 
more 
students 
than 
ever 
before, 
larger classes than ever before, 
more administration and less 
faculty, 
in 
short, 
we 
have 
academic speedup.” 


Nielson said job security has 
been hurt in most colleges and 
universities by systems that 
make it harder to reach tenure. 
And he said a tenure agree­ 
ment is false security anyway. 
He said some schools use a 


quota system that lets only a 
certain 
percentage 
of 
the 
faculty have tenure. 
“Many 
people 
still 
think 
tenure guarantees a professor’s 
job,” Nielson said, But he said 
an Iowa court has held that 
tenure is an agreement that 
can be ended by either the 
administration or the employe. 
He said the case is being 
appealed, but as it stands, it 
makes tenure no guarantee of 
job security. 
Nielson said collective bar­ 
gaining agreements ought to 
spell out tenure. 
The relatively new AFT local 
at Indiana’s main campus here 
has KW members and efforts 
are being made to enlist more.

Thieves Steal 2500 
Christmas Trees

In California, thieves stole 
2,500 Christmas trees that were 
destined for military bases in 
the Pacific. 
“It’s a pretty low blow for 
someone to steal 
Christmas 
trees which were to be given to 
those who are protecting his 
freedom,” said Douglas Allan, 
29, a former Army helicopter 
crewman who was shot down 
five times while on duty in 
Vietnam. 
The trees were stacked in the 
open at a U.S. Forestry Service 


camp near Truckee, Calif. 
The Forest Service gave the 
trees to Allan for Operation 
Christmas, a program he has 
been running since his dis­ 
charge from the service in 1968. 
The trees, valued at $18,000, 
were to have been flown to the 
Philippines for distribution to 15 
military bases. 
In Alaska, only the tops of 
older 
pines 
are 
usable 
as 
Christmas trees this year, and 
they’re tough to reach. 
So Walsh Christmas Trees 
Inc., of Park Rapids, Minn., 
contracted with Burlington 
Northern to send 1,200 Scotch 
and Norway pines and spruce 
trees to a Boy Scout troop in 
Anchorage. The scouts will sell 
them for $15 apiece.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Ever worried that you weren’t 
getting enough nutrients? Many 
people 
do. 
So 
they 
in­ 
discriminately take vitamin, and. 
mineral supplements to "solve” 
their problem. The trouble is, 
such use may cause another 
problem,: too many nutrients. 


Too many nutrients can upset 
the balance of nutrients that 
nature provides in a. varied,, 
Basic Four diet, says Betty 
Rehfeld, Extension food and 
nutrition specialist at Purdue 
University. 


In addition, excess doses of 
nutriente can prevent detection 
of a disease or worsen it, Dr. 
Rehfeld says. And excessive 
doses of fat soluable vitamins 
can actually produce toxic ef­ 
fects. 


You can. avoid these problems 
by eating a diet based on the 
Basic Four food groups and by 
avoiding the indiscriminate use 
of vitamin and mineral sup­ 
plements. 


And, you should, eliminate 
polar bear liver from your'diet! 
Dr. Rehfeld says this is the only 
food that will, cause severe 
vitamin A toxicity, a disease 
that results in painful joints, 
thickening of the bones, and 
headaches. 


A balanced diet without 
vitam in supplem ents takes 
advantage of nature’s already 
balanced food. Throw vitamin 
supplements into the picture, 
and the balance is destroyed. 
There are many examples of 


this balance, the specialist says.,- 
“Calcium and phosphorus in 
milk are in a ratio that is easily 
utilized, by the body. If you 'take 
an excess of phosphorus, the 
calcium in milk won’t be used as 
well.” 
*; 


Cereals are another example. 
They are high in both 'thiamine.,, 
and carbohydrate. 'The body- 
needs thiamine—vitamin B l—to 
use carbohydrate properly 


"The need for vitamin E is> 
related to the amount of un- 
sa tur a ted fat in the diet,” Dr. 
Rehfeld adds, "Mother nature 
provides the richest source of 
this vitamin in vegetable oil, an 
unsaturated fat. Indiscriminate 
use of vitamin pills can disrupt 
this balance, too.” 


And the indiscriminate use of 
magnesium tablets can disrupt 
the 
natural, 
b alance 
of 
magnesium, and calcium in your 
body. If you take magnesium 
supplements, chances are that 
yow body won’t use' calcium, as 
well as nature intended. 


Of 
course, 
Dr.. 
R ehfeld 
recognizes that there are times 
that 
vitam in 
and 
m ineral 
supplements are called for. In 
these cases, a doctor should 
prescribe the supplements. 


"But even if you* 'doctor 
prescribes supplements,” she 
says, 
"Follow prescription 
directions. You can get vitamin 
toxicity from prescribed pills if 
you take more than y o u doctor 
directs.” 


This is especially true in the 
case of children. Children are 
m ore sensitive to vitam in 
toxicity than adults are. Dr. 
Rehfeld says.
